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Opec states offer fixed price 


in exchange for drastic aid

(Opec) has agreed to negotiate a 
long-range oil price freeze with the 
industrialized Western countries, a 
summit document. said yesterday.

“The member countries of Opec," 
it said, “are prepared.to negotiate 
with the Tost developed countries, 
either bilaterally or through inter- 
national bodies, the granting of fin- 
ancia) means to permit the growth 
of the economies of those countries, 
while at the same time they (the 


industrial countries) guarantee the- 


value as well as the security of the 
assets of the Opec countries.” 

Specifically, it sald that Opec 
countries “are prepared to negotiate 
the conditions of a stabilization of 
ail prices, so as to permit the con- 
sumer countries to carry out the 
necessary adjustments in thelr econ- 
omics,” 

Opec fs willing to do this, it said, 
despite the erosion of the value of 
Members’ off income over the past 
year by inflation and the falling dot- 
Jar. 


Beaides guaranteeing the ‘value 
a3 well asthe security of the assets” 


of Opec countries, the West “should 
accept an authentic reform of the 
international monetary system to 
ensure. an equitable representation 
and guarantee the interests of all 


"᾿ς developing countries.” 


In addition, it said, Opec and the 
‘West should “contribute to the pro- 
gress aud development of the de- 
veloping countries,” 

The declaration said Opec coun- 
tries will “establish close coopera- 
tion and coordination” on the level 
of of] production. This was a com- 
promise between the desire of some 
Opec countries such as Venezuela 
for firm production quotas and the 
feeling of others, such as Saudi 
Arabia, that this would be provoca- 
tive to the west, 

‘The summit brought together the 
deaders of the 13 Opec nations for 
the first time. They met ina Moorish- 
modern palace beside the Mediter- 
ranean at a time when the reces- 
sion, Western conservation meas- 
ures, inflation and a falling dollar 
are beginning to erode thelr nations’ 
ail incomes.

Iran 
sign massive 
trade deal 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The 
OS. has agreed to sell Iran 
eight nuclear power plants as 
part of a trade agreement that 
will total some $15,000m. in non- 
oll trade over the next five years, 

Secretary of State Henry His- 
singer, signing a technical co- 
operation agreement with Huo- 
shang Ansary, Minister of Fin- 
ance and Economic Affairs, called 
the pact “the largest agreement 
of this kind” between the U.S. 
and a foreign country. The agree. 
ment and a joint communique 
were signed by Kissinger and 
Ansary after a two-day session 
of the joint U.S.-Iran commis- 
sion. 

_. “it reflects the deep political 
bonds which exist between our 
countries,” Kissinger said. 

Hissinger and Ansary agreed 
that trade between the two coun- 
tries will be heavily in favour 
of the U.S. if oi] were included. 

Ansary explained that “Iran 
ia expanding rapidly and our 
weeds for equipment and for ca- 
Pital goods will continve to be 
great during the next decade... 
our trade balance will continue 
to be unbalanced.” 

The joint communique aiso 
noted that “major projects” are 
under study for joint ventures 
between Iran and American 
companies to produce petroche- 
micals to be used In Iran and 
Yor Iranian export. 

The two ministers, the com- 
munigue said, agreed to establish 
a joint business council to serve 
businessmen in both countries. 
The U.S. also pledged coopera- 
tion to help Iran in setting up 
what the communique called 2 
financial centre in Teheran for 
the region. There is a need for 
such a centre, Ansary said, be- 
cause there is at present no 
international financial market 
“between Zorich and Singapore." 

The communique noted “sub- 
stantial progress” towards con- 
clusion of an agreement on co- 
operation in the civil use of 
atomic energy. This 
it said, “will provide for a broad 
exchange of information on the 
application of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes, and for re- 
lated transfer of equipment and 
materials, inclnding enriched 
uranium ἔπεϊ! for Iran’s power 
reactors.” 


Five die 
on roads

ASHKELON. — Two men and a 
woman were killed early Monday 
morning when the pick-up they were 
riding in collided with a truck at the 
Nir’am intersection south of here. 
Two other persons died in other 
accidents, 

Ruth Meira, 31, and lian Rothman, 
27, both members of Kibbutz Gevim, 
in the Western Negev, and a U.S. 
volunteer on the kibbutz whose 
game has not yet been released, were 
killed instantly. Avihai Baharabi, 25, 
who was driving the pick-up belong- 
ing to the kibbutz, was seriously in- 
jured. The driver of the truck, Yo- 
sef Ventura,- 35, of Ashkelon, 
escaped with light injuries, 

The Nir’am intersection has been 
the scene of several fatal accidents 
in the past, and although road-signs 
have been put up, drivers tend to 
ignore them because traffic in the 
area is light. 

A 63-year-old man from Ramat 
Gan, Eliahu Sa’ar, was killed yes- 
terday when his pick-up collided 
head-on with @ car on the Ashkelon- 
Kiryat Gat road. 

In Ramallah yesterday, four-year- 
old Sami Jubrin was killed when he 
was run over by a truck. The driver 
was held for questioning.

“If this tax were imposed on the 
services sector — without increasing 
their budget — it would force them 
to reduce redundant staff and the 
number of part-time workers,” he 
wrote. 

‘Mr. Mosevics called on the Prime 
Minister “to use the full weight of 
your influence to cancel" the pay- 
roll tax. This tax should never have 
been imposed, he wrote: it is a tax 
which the productive sector of the 
eountry cannot bear. 

Moreover, the fact that it was 
imposed on the industrialists “Ἱ 
denty and without prior consulta- 
tion, destroyed at one blow the net- 
work of trust which has existed 
between us.” 

Mr. Mosevies argued that the tax, 
imposed only on the productive 
sector, would Jead to “a significant 


‘| reduction” in industry and even- 


tually fo unemployment. The tax 
was discriminatory, since it would 
affect only locally-made products 
and not imported ones. 

He wrote that a payroll tax had 
not been imposed in any other coun- 
tries, except Britain — where it 
was Imposed only on services. 

He stated that the Government 
waa rewarding the public services 
by excluding them from the tax 
thereby encouraging inefficiency.

SYRIA AND Jordan yesterday 
took 2 major step towards pos- 
sible unification, reaching a series 
of important agreement to 
strengthen ties on all levels. The 
feneral agreement, which was an- 
nounced over both Damascus and 
Amman radios, appears to be 2 
leap in Syria’s aspirations to he- 
gemony over Lebanon and “Pa- 
lestine” (including Transjordan.) 

An actual merger between ra- 
dical republican Syria and monar- 
ehal Jordan seems unlikely in 
the near future, but the two 
states indicated they had adopted 
concrete measures for cooperation 
in economic projects, transport 
and industry, customs, and energy 
exploitation. 

Previous ments between 
Syria and other Arab states — 
including the loose federation with 
Egypt and Libya — were on a 
smaller scale than the accord 
reached with Jordan. 

The agreement was announced 
at the end of a four-day visit to 
Damascus by Jordanian Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai and a group 
of high-ranking aides. More sub- 
stantial moves towards near union 
are expected when Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad visits Amman 
in the next few weeks. 

King Hussein is planning to 
hold ational elections _scon in 
Transjordan and some Jordanian 
officia privately claimed that 
Hussein was preparing for the 
eventuality that Jordan would be- 
come a “province,” losing its 
status as an independent state. 
The sources said Hussein would 
rather Five up his kingdom to be 
part of "Greater Syria,” than 
to lose it to Jordan's Palestinian 
majority and the PLO. 

Hussein reportedly fears future 


pan-Arab pressure for the “Pa- 
lestinization” of the East Bank, 
in the aftermath of the Rabat 
arab summit decision, which 
hacked the PLO against Jordan's 
claim over the West Bank. 

The PLO on its part has already 
expressed a desire to federate with 
Syria, once a “national Palestinian 
authority is established on the West 
Bank.” While barring any future 
cooperation with Jordan, the PLO 
said it would claim the Hamma and 
the upper Jordan Valley regions 
from Israel, in order to link the 
West Bank with Syria. 

Syrian nationalists first pro- 
claimed Greater Syria in March, 
1920, but the move was thwarted 
when French forces occupied 
Damascus in July of that year. 
The French remained in Syria un- 
til 1946, after which, it was grant- 
ed independence. 

Damascus, meanwhile. was said 
to be coordinating Hts diplomatic 
moves in the framework of its am- 
bitions to recreate Greater Syria. 
Arab observers said the Syrians 
were thus unlikely to budge from 
their hardline policy — calling for 
an Israel withdrawal to the pre-1967 
frontiers io the first stage, and for 
the “restoration of the national 
rights of the Palestinian people” at 
a later stage. 

The Syrians were said to be in- 
sisting on the withdrawal aspect, 
while leaving the definition of “Pa- 
lestinian rights” to the PLO. 

Syria's uncompromising stand in 
the current negotiations for 2 poli- 
tical settlement io the Middle East 
was expected to be clearly defined 
by U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, when he returns to the 
region on Friday. His trip is likely 
to mark a turning point for the area 
— either towards Increased efforts 
for peace, or towards a fifth Middle 
Bast war, 


Syria is the fly in the 
ointment — Kissinger

WASHINGTON. -- Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has once 
again expressed concern about Sy- 
ria’s attempts to undermine his 
next round of shuttle diplomacy 
aimed at achieving another Israel- 
Egyptian interim agreement in 

Sinai. 

During a breakfast meeting yes- 
terday morning at the White House, 
Secretary Kissinger told some 75 
freshmen Congressmen that Syria 
was leading the drive in the Arab 
world against another agreement. 

Congressmen present at the meet- 
ing told The Jerusalem Post that 
Kissinger appeared to sound less 
optimistic than in the pas. ‘su. 
Secretary leaves Washington today 
for Wales, and arrives in Aswan, 
Egypt, on Friday ta begin his first 
round of talks with Higyptian Pre- 
sident Sadat. 

State Department spokesman Ro- 
bert Anderson said yesterday that 
Kissinger’s party would then con- 
tinue on to Damascus and Jerusa- 
lem, before returning ‘to Aswan. 
Anderson said that the reat of the 
“shuttle” would remain “open-ended” 
and additiona) stopovers in other 
countries would be determined at 
that time. He indicated that Kis- 
singer would probably visit Jordan, 
Saudi Arabia and possibly Kuwait, 
which is most anxious to host the 
Secretary of State. 

Anderson sald that Kissinger was 
not anxious to repeat another 33- 
day shuttle, as he did last May be- 
tween Jerusalem and Damascus. He 
said that the Secretary was ‘icer- 
tainly not counting on such an ex- 
tended trip.” 

At the White House meeting, 
which was also attended by Presi- 
dent Ford, Secretary of the Treasury 
William Simon, Secretary of the In- 
terior Rogers Morton and Economic 
Adviser Alan Greenspan, Kissinger 
said that the prospects for another 


successful agreement “would be 
50:50" without Syria’s attempts to 
sabotage it. 


Asserting that he did net want 
to discuss the details of the current 
round of talks between israel and 


Egypt, Kissinger said that he hoped 


to continue his mediatory efforts 
with “moderates” like Egypt and 
“to some extent Saudi Arabia.” 

Prior to his other visits to the 
Middle East, Kissinger has often 
attempted to exaggerate the dif- 
ficulties involved so as not to raise 
expectations, and to increase the 
importance of his achievement if 
he does succeed. 

Thus, observers here were un- 
certain in explaining Kissinger's re- 
ported pessimism. 

At a dinner on Monday night in 
honour of President Ephraim Kat- 
air, Kissinger said in a toast that 
he expected hard negotiations dur- 
ing his forthcoming trip. 

He said that be wna fond of 
Isine ts ami “Isiael would not be 
Israel" if everything went easy. 
But witk “our friends” in Jeruwsa- 
tem, “we'll see through” this whole 
compiicated process. 

Ambassador Simcha Dinitz, who 
hosted the dinner, jokingly added 
that Kissinger’s trip was very 
timely because tt came on the eve 
of the anniversary of the Biblical 
exodus of Israel from Egypt. At 
that time, Dinitz continued, it took 
the Israelites 40 years to wander in 
Sinai, but this time Israel would 
be more cooperative. 

Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger voiced sympathy 
with Israel and, “on behalf of all 
Americans,” said that there is a 
deep understanding and support for 
Israel in the U.S. 

Kissinger arrived at the dinner 
late because his wife Nancy was 
i. He left immediately following 
the toasta. 

Professor Katzir was in Washing- 
ton on Monday to meet with Presi- 
dent Ford at the White House. 
Yesterday afternoon he flew to 
New York City and was due to re~ 
ceive Mayor Abraham Beame at his 
hotel. 

(In Cairo yesterday, President 
Sadat attended a 313-hour session 
of the Egyptian Supreme Military 
Command, said to have been sum- 
moned to discuss ali aspects of the 
situation and future possibilities in 
the light of Kissinger's coming 
visit.)

GENERAL ENSIO Sillasvuc will 
soon end his term of duty as senior 
military representative of the UN 
in the Middle East. 

Officially, he will be winding up his 


marathon mission in the region in | 


Summer, although he is likely to 
leave as soon as it is known whe- 
ther the mandate of the UN peace- 
keeping forces will be extended — 
from next month on the Sinai front 
and in May on the Golan. 

The 33-year-old Helsinki-born 
Military career officer is being 
mooted for a top-ranking post in 
the Finnish army or a diplomatic 
Post, probably as his country’s 
ambassador to Moscow. 

Siilasvuo has been involved in 


- UN peacekeeping operations in the 


area since 1957. He leaves under 
a halo of onprecedented confidence 
of both Israel and the neighbouring 
Arab states. 

His name came to prominence 
when he steered the UN peace- 
keeping forces into the Suez Canal 
zone and the Golan front in the 
aftermath of the Yom Kippur 
War. He was in lar com- 
mended for his inspiring conduct of 
the Egyptian-Israe] military nezo- 
tiations at Kilometre 101 and the 
Igrael-Syrian talks in Geneva. 

Keeping closely in touch with 
Political developments, Siilasvuo en- 
joyed the trust of officials in the 
area, particularly the Defence Min- 
isters and Chiefs of Staff. He was 
responsible both for the United 
Nations Emergency Force (Unef) 
Taanning the buffer zone east of the 
Suez Canal, and the UN Disengage- 
moent Observation Force (Undof) 
Monitoring the disengagement on 
the Golan front. 

Siflasvuo's successor has not been 
named yet. The appointment is in 
the hands of Secretary-General Kurt 
‘Waldheim subject to the approval 


of the Security Council. Sweden's 
Maj.-General Bengt Liljestrand, 56, 
who heads the Jerusalem-based 26- 
year-old UN Truce Supervision Or- 
ganization (UNTSO) which inspects 
Lebanon's frontiers with Israel, in 
addition to assisting both Unef and 
Undof, is a likely candidate.

to fight Arab boycott 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Repurler 


A group of leading Israeli busi- 
measmen will shortly leave on a 
world tour to campuign against the 
Arab economle boycott and to re- 
vive investments in Israel. 


This was announced by Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz yes- 
terday before the Knesset Finance 
Committee. The minister summed 
up debate on the latest purchase 
and employers’ taxes and said the 
level of consumer demand would 
decide how much of the increased 
costs caused by the new taxes 
would be absorbed by the manu- 
facturers — and how much borne 
by consumers. 

In the Knesset Economic Com- 


mittee. Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, 
director-general of the Commerce 
Ministry, said his department was 
willing in principle to set up an 
“exports incentives index:" rises in 
raw materials and manufacturing 
costs would be reflected automatic- 
ally in un index to 6x incentives 
for exporters, without wearlsome 
aegotiatians each time prices fluc- 
tuate, Both the Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Export Insti- 
tute had demanded suck an index. 

Dr. Mandelbaum criticized Israeli 
manufacturers for devoting too 
much attention to demanding higher 
export ‘incentives and too. little to 
delivering goods abroad on time, 
in the right quantity and at the 
right quality.

Ramat Gan deals with ‘disaster’

RAMAT GAN. — This prosperous 
city “suffered” thousands of casual- 
ties yesterday, the result of simu- 
lated Scud missile attacks, and for 

good measure, an earthquake. 

Hopefully the above scenario will 
never take place, However, f any 
thing should happen, the lessons 
learned from yesterday's civil de- 
fence exercise will help mitigate the 
disaster. The emphasis was ou the 
evacuation and treatment of war- 
time casualties. 

The exercise was divided into two 
parts. In the morming and early 
afternoon, the city’s Pesach iHe- 
brew abbreviation for Pinuim, Saad 
and Chalalim — evacuation, welfare 


and victims! committee dealt with 
various scenarios designed to test 
how to handle the needs of a city 
crippled by disaster. 

Sgan-Aluf (res,) Michael Schind- 
ler, head of the national Pesach au- 
thority, told The Jerusulem Post that 
he was very pleased with Ramat 
Gan's handling of the different 
situations, which included escaping 
from buildings. 

The second part of the exercise 
involved the actual practice of 
evacuation techniques. A school be- 
came an evacuation centre for ‘hys- 
terical’ and ‘screaming’ residents 
whose houses hud collapsed. Playing 
his role with a frightening degree of 
enthusiasm, one elderly man collapsed 
with a heart attack and was 


lifted on a stretcher to a waiting 
ambulance, 

A Ministry of Interior spokesman 
said that Israel has shelters for 60 
per cent of the population, In 
strategic areas 75 per cent of the 
population can be sheltered. It was 
pointed out that over the next five 
to eight years, the ministry will 
spend close te IL5b. to build an 
additional 2,500 public shelters. 

Contrary to other sectors of the 
economy, the public shelter “sector” 
won't suffer from budget cuts. 
Indeed, if unemployment should 
eceur later in the year, tt is very 
possible, the spokesman noted, that 
it wilt be alleviated by increasing 
the tempo of building public shel- 
ters. 


‘Money and water — not manpower —is the problem’ 


Moshavim lack land for sons

TEL AVIV. — The pace of this 
country’s agricultural settlement is 
belng slowed by a shortage of money 
and water — not manpower. This 
is what Aryeh “Arik” Nehamkin, 
secretary genera] of the Ristadrut's 
Moshav Movement, told the press 
here yesterday. 


Mr. Nebamkin said al] moshavim 
in his movement were full, The few 
settlements with some vacant plots 
were reserving them for sons re- 
turning after military duty. Mosnav 
law allows only one son to continue 
Uving on his famlly's land allot- 
ment; this has brought pressure 
on the movement to find new settle- 
ments for other children who want 
to remain on the iand. According to 
conservative estimates, there are 
about 5,000 Moshav Movement Youth 


awaiting’ a land allotment. The 
majority are even willing to build 
their homes in settlements beyond 
the Green Line, Nehamkin said. 

He emphasized there were alzo 
many kibbutz movement youths in 
cities and potential immigrants who 
want to settle in moshavim: “We 
are im an embarrassing situation. 
We hardijy publicize ourselves 
abroad. Just the same we receive 
many queries, and we have to an- 
swer that we cannot promise them 
anything,” he said, 

The cost of starting a new settle- 
ment is big, and Increasing with the 
pace of inflation. Building a family 
setUement unit costs at least 
TL400,000 to 1L500,000. Each new 
settlement needs a minimum water 
supply, and isroel has already 
reached the optimum usé of ali 
present water resources, he said, 

During the fiscal year beginning 


In April, 10 settlements will be es- 
tablished. Of these only four will be 
going to the Moshav Movement, 
and six to the kibbutz movement. 


‘The kibbutzim are having trouble 
fillmg up, especially newly estab- 
lished ones. But the Kibbutz move- 
ment is pot willing to give up any 
new settlement sites to the Moshav 
Movement, the chairman of the Kib- 
butz Movement Unijon, Avraham 
Brum, told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday. He sald the kibbutz man- 
power shortage wee a “temporary” 
one which would be soon overcome 
by Nabal groups, new immigrants 
and “internal” recruiting.

Timna dismissals -

EILAT, — The Timna Mines works 
committee and the labour council 
here yesterday displayed only muted 
reaction to Monday’s announcement 


” that the mine was firing 200 work- 


ers. 
Zvi Stechman, ‘secretary of the 
local labour council, said the work- 
ers were well aware of the com- 
pany’s problems during the past 
year. He added that a study was 
being made to solve the individual 
problem of every worker. ‘For men 
prepared to take on physical work 
in construction or the port, the 
problem -is less critical,” he noted. 

However, even if the men do find 
work, they are unlikely to earn 
salaries and fringe benefits such as 
those paid by the Timna mines, Un- 
derground workers with overtime 
were said to have made 1L5,000 a 
mosth and more. The cut in income 
will be especially felt here, as Bilat 
has the highest cost of living in the 
country. 

The company paid out IL58m. ta 
its 860 workers during the 1974-75 
fiscal year. (This averages ‘to 
15,620 per worker a month.) But 
the management, as well ag the la- 
bour council and the works commit- 
tee, view the problem as critical to 
the town and not just the company. 
They say they will take every step 
possible to keep families from leav- 
ing. 

At the same time, the company 


could not continue with its present 
production in view of the losses 
invoived. An estimated deficit. of 
1L30m.-IL35m. in 1974-76 would 
have risen to ILv5m, in 1976 it it 
continued to produce 10-11,000 tons 
of copper cement annually. 


In his press conference Monday 
night, Timna mamaging director 
Uri erger said the price of 

on the world copper ex- 
change plummeted from £1,270 a 
ton last April, to £522 a ton in 
February. At the same time, he 
noted, the cost of production rose 
sharply with increases in the prices 
of raw materials such es sulphur, 
as well as fuel, electricity, water 
and manpower. 

One suggestion to free the mines 
from dependence on the London 
metals exchange would be to open 
ἃ smelting plant. The plant would 
use local and imported 
cement and supply Israel's needs 
of 20,000 tong of copper a year. 

Other plans aimed at cutting com- 
pany losses include diversifying ac- 
tivities, using present manpower and 

Such projects might 
utilize the raw materials imported 
and exported through the Hilat 
port. There is already a Timna unit 
mining phosphate in Oron. 

One part of the mines work which 
will end is geological research and 
exploration for new copper reserves. 
Up to now this was an integral 
part of the company.

Court censures Tel Aviv 
for flouting law in market 


TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv-Jaffa 
Municipality was sharply censured 
in the District Court here yesterday 
for deliberately flouting the law in 
sanctioning de faeto private “owner- 
ship” of sections of public thorough- 
fare in the Carmel Market. 

The Court was hearing an appeal 
against a lower court verdict syb- 
mitted by a pedlar who had “ren- 
ted” a stand in the Carmel Market 
from one of his colleagues and then 
was evicted for failing to pay his 


* rent. The appellant, Nadji Pasha, 


rented the stand from Nissim Ya’'a- 
cov in 1969. Ya’acov had acquired 
“rights” to the stand In 1966, and 
three years later decided to rent it 
out for ILS00 a month. 

Pasha kept paying his rent until 
1971, when he suddenly atopped. 
Ya’acov took him to court, and the 
Tel Aviv Magistrate's Court upheld 
his right to the stand and issued 
an eviction order against Pasha. 
Pasha appealed this verdict, and his 
appeal came before the District 
Court yesterday. 


The judges — Benjamin Cohen, 
Haim Dvorin, and Shlomo Ascher 
— told the Court that while Pasha 
had little right to appeal, they had 


no choice but to override the lower 
court's verdict. -τ 

Explaining their decision, the 
judges noted that there was no way 
of legally acquiring ownership nghts 
to part of the road or pavements 
in the Carmel Market, as these 
formed part of a public thorough- 
fare. What had happened, they said, 
was that certain “‘strongmen" would 
muscle their way into the market, 
set up stands and face the Muni- 
cipality with faits accomplis. 

Not being able to “sell” pieces 
of the pavement to the ensconced 
pediars, the Municipality got 
around the problem “by opening a 
sort of unofficial land registry book, 
listing the names of the pediars 
who had established themselves in 
the market. And the Municipal in- 
spectors knew that anyone whose 
Name appeared on the list was not 
to be touched,” the judges explain- 
ed. 

But this practice, the judges 
noted, constituted a deliberate flout- 
ing of the law by the Municipality, 
and consequently there was no legal 
basis to the case in hand. Both 
Ya'acov and Pasha “had negotiated 
a deal that was simply not negoti- 
able,” they concluded. (Itim)

HAIFA. — A new fishing trawler, 
the Motty, the first to be designed 


and built in Israel, was launched 
in the Kishon fishing port yester- 
day.

cost of IL650,000 said to be 50 per 
cent lower than prices quoted by 
foreign yards. 

The trawler was ordered by a 
group of fishermen, who invested 
1L150,000 and received a 1L150,000 
grant and IL350,000 loan from the 
Agriculture Ministry. The boat will 
have to make annual catches of 
1L500,000 to be profitable, and the 
owners expect to earn a good part 
ΟΣ it from wxporting shrimp, which 
fetches high prices. Nautical archi- 
tect Yosef Yakir, who designed the 
boat, said she was fitted with the 
latest labour-saving equipment and 
will thus need only a three-man 
crew; half the usual complement. 


New phone cable 


links Rome, T.A. 


The laying of a new underwater 
telephone cable from Rome to Tel 
Aviv was completed last week when 
the British vessel laying the cable 
reached a point 25 kms. off the 
shores of Tel Aviv. 

At this point, the Ministry of 
Information announced, the cable 
was connected to the existing cable 
extending into the water from Tel 
Aviv. 

Test calls ure now being made 
on the new cable, which will allow 
the placing of 1,840 international 
calls at the same time. The cable 
will be put in operation with the 
installation of necessary electronic 
equipment within a few months. 

The new cable is one of two in 
the Israel-Italy-France telephone 
network. The other is a large under- 
water cable from Italy to France.

The Labour Ministry is going to 
clamp down on employers wiio re- 
eruit workers privately and by-pass 
the official labour exchanges, the 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday.

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Black leader Sithole arrested; 


Rhodesia settlement jeopardized 


LUSAKA, Zambia. — Any chance 
of & constitutional settlement for 
Rhodesia appears to have been 
serlously complicated by the arrest 
yesterday of black nationalist leader 
Ndabaningi Sithole, a call to arms 
by his supporters, and a visible rift 
in the unified black front. 

Reacting swiftly to the Salisbury 
announcement of Sithole’s arrest on 
charges of plotting to assassinate 
some of his political foes, the La- 
sake-based Zimbabwe African Na- 
tional Union (Zanu) information 
centre issued a statement saying a 
political settlement in Rhodesia was 
now inrpossible. 

The statement was issued hy 
Zanu although it officially merged 
with the African National Congress 
(ANC) last December along with 
the rival Zimbabwe African Peoples 
Union (Zapu). 

The Salisbury Government state- 
ment said “there is reliable infor- 
mation that Sithole has been care- 
fully planning the assassination of 
certain of his opponents whom he 
considers to be a challenge to his 
bid for leadership of the ANC.” 

The ANC is the umbrella organt- 
zation which includes  Sithole’s 


Zanu and Zapu. Zanu is the most 


milltant pert of the ANC and sup- tend, along 


“direct confrontation, on the 
battlefield” if peaceful solutions of 
settling the Rhodesian constitutional 
dispute fall, Sithole said on Monday. 

The statement said Sithole would 
be tried by a special court. The 
trial would be held in camera for 
security reasons and to protect state 
witnesses, the statement said.

Sithole is the former leader of 
Zanu, This group merged at Lu- 
saka with the Zapu under the 
pamper of Bishop Abel Muzorewa’s 
ANC, which seeks to rémove 
minority white rulers through nop- 
violent means. 

Sithole, Muzorewa and Joshua 
Nkomo, leader of the Zapu faction, 
had been scheduled to meet with 
Smith tomorrow. 

Bishop Muzorewa supported 
Mugabe's call for a boycott of the 
constitutional conference. He said 
the Council was shocked by Sithole's 
arrest and would not hold talks 
with the government until he is 
released.

Patricia Hearst vanished more 
than a year ago. Huey Newton has 
been gone for six months, Stephen 
Bingham dropped out of a normal 
existence three years ago. It has 
been almost five years for Bernar- 
dine Dohrn, Mark Rudd, and scores 
of other young American revolution- 
aries. They are all political fugitives 
— some of them on the FBI's “ten 
‘most wanted" list — al] on the run 
from the law, and all successful 
at it. 

Where are they? How do they 
survive? What does it mean to be 
“living unde "ἐπ the Ame- 
rica of the 19703? “The Under- 
ground” summons up romantic vi- 
sions of guerrilla chieftains living 
in secret subterranean rooms while 
enemy troops tramp about overhead 
— something in the style of Gen- 
eral Grivas, the Greek Cypriot rebel 
leader, who eluded all British ef- 


forts to capture him for five years . 


while he led the fight to end co 
lonial rule in Cyprus. Today's real- 
ity is more mundane. Fugitive radi- 
calg often work in “respectable” 
jobs and lead — to all appearances 
— quiet, “normal” lives. They have 
been waitresses, doctors’ assistants, 
Secretaries. One spent several years 
Funning a Planned Parenthood cen- 
tre, Another helped run an Orthodox 
Jewish school for girls. 

The underground is still active. 
Although the decay of the radical 
movement spawned by the Vietnam 
war brought two years of compar- 
ative calm to U.S, campuses, the 
revolutionary hard core has re- 
mained in place. The recent spate 
of terrorist bombings shows that 
the young radicals are still carrying 
out their “strategy for anti-imper-. 
jalism and revolution within the 
imperial U.S." —. in the words of 
“Prairie Fire," a recently published 
185-page manifesto from the Weather 
Underground.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The US. 
Government yesterday “opposed ad- 
ditional legislation aimed at dis- 
couraging U.S. companies with 
sizable foreign investments from 
yielding to pressure in the form of 
boycotts such as the Arab blacklist 
on companies dealing with Israel It 
also opposed legislation that would 
empower the President to bar any 
foreigners from buying five per cent 
or more of a company’s stock. 
Spokesmen for the Treasury ‘and 
State’ Departments testified at a 
Senate Banking Subcommittee hear- 
ing on legislation co-sponsored by 
Senators Harrison A. Williams Jr. 
and Edward R. Brooke. 

An amendment introduced on 
Monday would permit freezing of 
the voting rights of a foreign in- 
vestor and sale of the investor's 
interest in the company if the in- 
vestor pressures the company to 
participate in a boycott similar to 
the Arab blacklist. 

The Administration witnesses, 
however, contended that adequate 
safeguards already exist and the 
legislation, “might well. have the 
effect of discouraging investments 
which we would find desirable,” said 
Charies Robinson, Under-Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs.

Libya ordered 


PARIS (AP). — Libya, which sre- 
ceived 110 Mirage jet fighters from 
France over the last four years,

The first step on a successful 
trip “underground” is a complete 
change of identity. A new hairstyle 
and colour; a new home, new docu- 
ments. The key document is the 
birth certificate, and the going price 
for a new one in radical circles is 
$20-$25. The technique of acquiring 
a false identity is amply described 
in a pamphlet of 28 pages called 
“The Paper Trip" which hag had 
wide circulation in the underground.

Japanese hijacker 
‘watched TV in 
luxury Libyan jail 


TOKYO (UPI). — <A _ Japanese 
radical involved in the 1973 hijacking 
and blowing up of a Japan Air 
Lines Boeing 747 at Benghazi Air- 
port in Libya has told a Japanese 
weekly he was treated as a special 
political prisoner during his one- 
year detention in Libya. 

Qsamu Maruoka, who with four 
other persons hijacked the Tokyo- 
bound plane shortly after it left 
Amsterdam on July 21, 1973, wrote 
in the leftist “Shinsayoku” that his 
prison was equipped with colour 
television, 

Maruoka, now reportedly living 
in Syria or another Middle Hast 
country, was formerly a student 
in Kyoto, and belonged to the ultra- 
radical Japanese Red Army, now 
largely inoperative in Japan but still 
linked with Arab guerrillas abroad.

at each other 


BELFAST (UPI. -- A_ struggle 
between the offcia] IRA and 2 re- 
negade socialist faction for control 
of Belfast's Catholic sectors threa- 
tened the city with more gun 
battles yesterday, 

The. TRA organized a network of 
armed patrols in Catholic areas iate 
Monday, following a spate of shoot- 
ings and bombings in the city. 

Security sources said the incidents 
were the outcome of warfare be- 
tween the IRA and the breakaway 
Trish Republican Socialist Party. 

The sourceg said the two IRA 
factions were vying for control of 
clubs and bars that have traditional- 
ly provided the IRA with lucrative 
revenue. 

Six persons suffered injuries in 
two bombings and two shootings on 
Monday. In one of the shooting in- 
cidents, ἃ member of the fledgling 
IRASP was shot in the head and 
jater listed in serious condition. 

Gunmen opened up with a burst 
of machinegun fire when the man 
appeared at a groundfloor window 
of his girlfriend’s apartment in the 
Catholic Turf Lodge district. 

An official IRA statement ad- 
muitting responsibility for the shoot- 
ing marked the first admission by 
either group of factional warfare. 
Denials from both sides followed 
Several similar incidents in the past 
week. 

Police said they believed the feud 
accounts for three deaths and 16 
persons wounded in the province in 
the past seven days. 

The emergence of the socialist 
splinter made for three rival TRA 
factions: the officials, the Provi- 
sionals and the IRASP. 


BANK — Negotiations are under

VIENNA (AP), — A young Soviet 
violinist, who asked for asylum in 
Australia last fall and then chang- 
ed his mind amid charges of Rus- 
slan pressure, yesterday applied to 
become an Australian immigrant, 

Georgi Ermolenko, 18, and his 
parents arrived here on Thursday 
with visas to Israel. Apparently 
the family sought to leave the 
Soviet Union in this way because 
the mother is Jewish. They said 
they never had any intention of 
settling in Israel. 

The young violinist said he wish- 
ed to live in Australia, However, 
he also wanted to study under Isaac 
Stern and would go to the U.S. 
if the American violinist agreed. 
He told reportera here that he had 
not been pressured into returning 
to the USSR seven months ago. 

“When I first ssid I wanted to 
Stay in Australia at that time, I 
made a mistake," he said. “IT am 
just too young. I realized that if 
1 stayed in Australia then, I would 
not be able to be re-united with 
my parents." 

Ermolenko was flown out of 
Australia on a military plane after 
labour unions, under the impression 


he was being forced to leave, re- 
fused to service any commercial 
plane flying him out of the country. 

Asked if Soviet Embassy officials 
who saw him at Perth, Australia, 
promised him that he would be 
allowed to leave Russia legally with 
his parents if he returned, Ermo- 
lenko sald “I did not esk them 
for that,” But he said that jater 
when he was questioned by officials 
in Moscow, he told them that he 
wanted to leave with his parents, 
and that he had made a mistake 
when he announced in Australia 
that he wanted to stay. ᾿ 

Be said nelther he nor his pa- 
rents had any trouble in the months 
which followed his return and their 
application for exit-visas. 

Ermolenko senior was ἃ violinist 
with the Moscow State Sympbony 
Orchestra. while Mra. Ermolenko 
was with the Bolshoi Theatre. Both 
said they were happy to leave the 
Soviet Union together with their 
son, and would assist him in his 
own musical career while trying to 
pursue their own. 

Australian Embassy officials here 
said the family would be granted 
thelr visas within a few days. 


DEATH TOLL NOW PUT AT 42 
Heroine of London’s 
worst subway disaster 


LONDON (UPI). — For 12 hours, 
Britain's newest heroine Jay pinned 
in a tunnel of death, a victim of 
London's worst subway disaster, a 
dead man crushed on top of her. 

“The only thing I wanted was 
cups and cups of tea,” Margaret 
Liles recalled. 

Prince Charles paid an unan- 
nounced visit on Monday to the 19- 
year-old cadet policewoman whose 
plucky bravery made her the na- 
tion’s latest darling. 

Bare hours after Friday's crash, 
rescue workers hacked and tunnelled 
close enough to speak to the au- 
burn-haired former athlete. One 
asked if she would like another 
policewoman sent down to be with 
her, 

“No, but you might send me one 
of the boys,” Margaret joked. 

Her cheerful patter throughout 
her ordeal made Miss Liles an 
instant celebrity. 

Doctors had to amputate her left 
foot to free her from the crushed 
tangle. A later operation amputated 
her left leg below the knee. 

“It was stifling hot down there,” 
Miss Liles recalled. “There was no 
point in screaming. I didn’t feel 
too frightened, I just knew I had to 
wait for the rescue teams. 

“The worst thing of all was the 
awful thirst. My throat was parched. 
I kept thinking the only thing I 
‘wanted was cups and cups of tea.” 

By her hospital bed was Alan 
Yates, 19. He has rarely moved 
from the hospital since she arrived. 


‘He ‘talked about marriage, about 


hig pride in “this tremendous girl.” 
Margaret talked about her future 
in the police force she joined only 
four days before the crash. Officers 
have promised to keep her on the 
force, if only in communications. 


“Wait and see,” she said. “111 
be running around in 2 few weeks. 
I am just going to forget all about 
it and go on Hving as normally as 
I can.” 

Trapped near her im the crushed 
subway car was Jeffrey Benton, 27, 
a stock exchange worker. “I chatted 
to this man — I didn’t know him — 
for hour after hour,” Miss Liles 
recalled. 

“Don't ask me what we talked 
about. It was just small talk to 
keep our spirits up — the warmth 
of a human voice, knowing there 
was still someone alive.” 

Yesterday, recovery teams pulled 
more bodies from the wreckage and 
estimated the final death toll would 
reach 42. The remains of seven 
more victims were taken from the 
mangled lead car, the first recovered 
since Sunday. It brought the official 
count to 33, with nine more bodies 
thought to be in the debris.

The 
reserves provided in the new bud- 
get are ludicrously small (smaller 
in money terms than the reserves 
which were earmarked In 1974 or 
even in 1973), and will doubtless 
prove inadequate for meeting the 
unforeseen outlays we shall have to 
bear during the next year. 

We have been told time and again 
that the budget cannot be reduced 
owing to our huge defence effort. 
But that is simply not true. Of the 
IL17b. increment of the next bud- 
get (as compared with the final 
1974 estimate), defence accounts 
for only IL6.4b. Indeed, local de- 
fence spending — including the 
jeftover of funds voted last year — 
is to decline slightly in real terms. 
Contrary to widespread views, the

THE ENORMOUS rises in the 
Price of oil engineered by the 
oil-producing states have begun 
to snap back at the producers 
themselves. The combination of 
a mild winter plus a recession 
in many Western countries has 
resulted in lowered consumption.
